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N the February BULLETIN a presentation was made 

of the needs of the College. Even before this 

time the Trustees of the College had been giving 
consideration not only to the existence of these needs 
but to plans for meeting them. There has been a 
recognition naturally of the fact that an institution 
like Juniata must grow not necessarily in numbers 
but in the quality of its service and in the efficiency 
of its plant and equipment. It is well known that 
the ambition of Juniata is not to grow in size but in 
the value of its contribution to Christian education 
through the various avenues presenting themselves 
under present-day conditions. In the very nature of 


the case such an institution cannot commit itself to” 


mass education. Because we believe in the worth of 
the individual, the College is willing to expend its 
effort and to urge its teachers to expend their effort 
upon individual students. Recognizing the fact that 
-1t is not enough to apprehend a situation but that 
definite steps must be taken to meet the recognized 
conditions, the Trustees of the College have made 
some plans for the immediate future which were set 
forth in a statement by the President on the occasion 
of our recent commencement. This statement is 
given herewith: 


“The Trustees of Juniata College have planned 
for the near future a Development Program to 
meet the growing needs of the institution— 
needs which have grown out of its increasing 
educational service to the community, the state, 
and the church. More than sixty years of steady 
growth have fully justified the hopes of the found- 
ers and given encouragement to the Trustees and 
to the friends of the College everywhere (and 
particularly in the Juniata Valley). The am-

bition to become not a large college but a good 
one has been kept steadily in mind until this 
recognition has been widely attained. The time 
has arrived now to strengthen our financial 
position and to move forward and fully and 
strongly occupy the area of our field of service. 
“In this endeavor I confidently assume that we 
shall have the influence and support of,our alumni 
and friends everywhere. Weare heartened by the 
interest and help of distinguished citizens of the 
Commonwealth and Nation. Among them are 
Colonel Henry W. Shoemaker, who has consented 
to accept the position of organizing chairman, 
the Honorable John 8S. Fisher, former Governor 
of Pennsylvania, and the Honorable Owen J. 
Roberts, Justice of the Supreme Court of the United 
States, who as honorary alumni have graciously 
consented to lend their names to the Honorary 
Sponsoring Committee. The following letter writ- 
ten voluntarily by Governor .Fisher it is a real 
pleasure to share with you:

The warm June sun slanted across the long, gabled 
roofs of Christopher Sower House and the swallows 
wheeled in chirping flight overhead as the sixty-first 
commencement of Juniata College proceeded in the 
natural amphitheater in the court of the Cloister on 
Monday morning, June 7. 

Seventy seniors rose in their places in the central 
tier of seats in the audience, heard the words of 
President Charles C. Ellis conferring baccalaureate 
degrees on them, and then passed in single column 
across the platform to receive, before the members of 
the faculty in academic costume and the members of 
the board of trustees seated there, their diplomas, 
testifying to the completion of four years of work at 
Juniata. 

Before the conferring of these degrees the honorary 
degree Doctor of Laws was conferred upon two dis- 
tinguished sons of the Juniata Valley in recognition of 
long service in their respective professions: the Hon. 
Thomas Fisher Bailey, Huntingdon, and Mr. Daniel 
Neff Slep, Altoona. 

Presenting Mr. Slep was an old friend of Juniata, 
Col. Henry W. Shoemaker ’17LittD, publisher of the 
Altoona Tribune, former United States Minister to 
Bulgaria, and recently appointed state archivist of 
Pennsylvania.

As account was taken at the end of Juniata’s 
sixty-first year of the success of her Indians on track, 
diamond, and court, the College fans found one clean 
sweep, one record with but a few scattered blemishes, 
and a third which remained in the red column through- 
out the season. 

Coach Mike Snider’s cinderpath men pulled away 
from the three inter-collegiate competitors on their 
card, each time by substantial margins, as follows: 
Waynesburg, 6924 to 5614; Rider, 7614 to 4814; and 
Bucknell, 711% to 54%. 

Of particular interest in the sports parade is the 
fact that during the season two track records were 
smashed, both of them twice. John Stapleton, 
Saxton, a member of the graduating class who has 
won his letter four times in track, shattered a two- 
weeks old pole vault record when he crossed the rod 
at 11 feet, 6 inches against Bucknell. At the Waynes- 
burg meet Dan Geiser, diminutive athlete from 
Waynesboro, had set a new high of 11 feet, 334 inches, 
becoming thereby a four-letter man. 

Jack Sheirer, Hyndman, a freshman, is the new 


holder of the discus record, with a whirl of 124 feet, 
4 inches. The previous record of 120 feet, 6 inches 


set in 1930 had also been topped earlier in the season 
by Alfred Pelka, Philipsburg. 


Slugging their way to a 3 to 1 victory over 
Mt. St. Mary’s, Coach Swartz’s Indians turned in, 
to the boisterous delight of the alumni day audience 
on June 5, their ninth victory of the year, the second 
over the Emmittsburg boys. The Indians narrowly 
missed a clean slate in the Eastern Pennsylvania 
Intercollegiate League by an untimely loss to Ursinus, 
thus leaving Gettysburg high and dry in first place. 
But they did have under their belts the scalps of 
Klizabethtown, Mt. St. Mary’s, Albright, St. Vincent, 
Bucknell, Bridgewater, Drexel, and Lebanon Valley. 
The single game scheduled with Gettysburg was 
washed out. 

After a lapse of several years tennis came back into 


the sports parade without garnering a single match. 


A number of veterans remain, however, to form the 
nucleus of a promising squad next year.

The summer months have brought the announce- 
ment that six Juniata instructors, several of them well- 
known among the alumni, have resigned to accept 
positions elsewhere, and that two have been granted 
leave of absence. 

Prof. and Mrs. Karl V. Gilbert, teachers in the 
-Iusic department for ten years, have moved to Beaver 
Falls, to join the music faculty of Geneva College. 
Professor Gilbert, who came to Juniata from a private 
studio in Lewistown after being a teacher at the 
Philadelphia Musical Academy, will be head of the 
music department at Geneva, teach violin, and con- 
duct the orchestra, band, and glee clubs. Mrs. 
Gilbert, who came to Huntingdon as Miss Margaret 
Lafferty after teaching at Westminster College, will 
head Geneva’s piano department. 

Dr. Warren D. Bowman, for the past seven years 
professor of psychology and education, has resigned 
to become pastor of the First Church of the Brethren, 
Washington, D. C., succeeding his brother, the Rev. 
Dr. Rufus D. Bowman, who has been elected president 
of Bethany Biblical Seminary, Chicago. Dr. Bowman 
will assume the Washington pastorate in the fall, 
after a summer’s teaching at the Duke University 
summer school, Lake Junaluska, N. C. 

Dr. John P. Corry, assistant professor of history 
and government, and Miss Helen G. Forney, instructor 
in foods, both in the employ of Juniata but for one 
year, will accept other positions. Miss Forney has 
been engaged as teacher of home economics in the 
Kansas State Agricultural College. 

Leave of absence has been granted Prof. Jack E. 
Oller ’23AB, assistant professor of French, who will 
spend the year in study at The Sorbonne, Paris, and 
Prof. Harold A. Conner, assistant professor of geo- 
graphy and merchandising, who will pursue graduate 
study at New York University toward the degree 
doctor of commercial science. Mr. Frank W. Rein- 
hart ’30BS, instructor in chemistry, has won a position 
under the civil service in the Bureau of Standards, 
Washington, D. C., working on organic plastics. 


Those who have accepted positions elsewhere have 
been called because of superior attainments, attain- 
ments of which Juniata has been for many years the 
beneficiary.

Dr. I. Harvey Brumbaugh, who was, in the 
words of President Ellis, ‘‘as long in the knowl- 
edge of the institution as anyone in our group,” 
died suddenly on Monday evening, August 9, 
on the way home from a summer session faculty 
picnic at the Diamond Valley camp, near 
Petersburg. After supper the group had motored 
to the top of Tussey Mountain and climbed to 
the top of the fire tower to view the magnificent 
expanse of country to the east and west. Appar- 
ently in good health, Dr. Brumbaugh joined Dr. 
and Mrs. Shively for the drive home, dying 
before reaching Colerain Park, near Spruce 
Creek. 

Dr. Brumbaugh was the son of Henry Boyer 
and Susan Fink (Peightal) Brumbaugh, his 
father being one of the three Brumbaughs who 
founded the institution which later became 
Juniata College. His widow is the former | 
Amelia Henrietta Johnson, Cambridge, Mass. 
The following children also remain: Barbara 
(Brumbaugh) Reed ’22AB, Erie; Catherine 
Bulfinch O’Toole ’24AB, New Haven, Conn.;

Ministers’ and Women’s. 
Work Conference 


One hundred and ten ministers and members of the 
Women’s Work organization in the three Pennsyl- 
vania districts of the Juniata College territory attend- 
ed the largest ministerial conference of the college 
since its beginning in 1928 under the direction of the 
late President Martin G. Brumbaugh on May 10 and 
11. Dr. J. W. Lear, dean of Bethany Biblical Semin- 
ary, Chicago, and Dr. A. C. Baugher, dean of Eliza- 
bethtown College, were the guest speakers for the two- 
day session. 

Of particular interest to Juniatians was the address 
of Dr. Baugher at the closing session on the second 
day of the conference, in which he referred to Horace 
Mann’s hope that when education should be universal 
in this country nine-tenths of the crime would be 
dispelled. Doctor Baugher decried the fact that since 
Mann’s day, with his educational dream realized, 
crime has increased five hundred per cent. Whereas 
fifty years ago the home, church, and school were the 
prevailing educational agencies, today the radio, 
motion pictures, and the press have largely displaced 
them. To meet the situation the Christian college 
must extend its influence through the teachers and 
ministers it sends out. 

Mrs. Ross D. Murphy ’12AB, Philadelphia, presi- 
dent of the National Women’s Work Organization in 
the Church of the Brethren, spoke of the peace 
mission to Spain, in which the historic peace churches, 
the Friends, Mennonites, and Brethren, are participat- 
ing. She reported that a commission has already 
been sent to study the needs impartially on both sides 
and that the Church of the Brethren has already 
raised a thousand dollars for the work.
